GIANT MOBILE GUNS HURL 
THUNDERBOLTS AT ENEMY 
AND STEAL AWAY IN NIGHT 


Camouflaged Cannon Flit From Place to Place, 
Firing Avalanches of Projectiles, and Harass 


remy From Rheims to Swiss Border.

IN FRANCE, May 13.—American 
heavy artillery, firmg from heavy ar- 
mored railroad tricks or from con- 


crete gun emplacements, now is sup- 
porting American infantry and light- 
er batteries at every point on the 
front save one. 

Since the beginning of the Ger- 
man offensive on March 21, our 
coast artillery men, forming part of 
Gen. ’s command, have played 
a part in every engagement designed 
to harass the enemy along the line 
from Rheims to the Swiss border. 
Whole avalanches of monster pro- 
jectiles, flung many miles’ by those 
Titans among cannon, have buried 
beneath tons of earth and high ex- 
plosives hundreds, if not thousands, 
of the Kaiser’s legtonaries, and have 
obliterated subterranean fortresses 
deemed invulnerable by their Ger- 
man architects. 

The mystery enshrouding the op- 
erations of our railway ordnance is 
more difficult to penetrate than any 
other feature of our combatant ac- 
‘tivity. Despite their bulk, heavy 
guns flftt about the front like phan- 
toms. Secretly spirited into posi- 
tion at dead of night, they hur! their 
thunderbolts far across No Man’s 
Land, then “silently steal away,”’ be- 
fore the foe has an inkling of their 
whereabouts. i 

Skillfally Concealed. 

Some of them, of course, have re- 

mained in one spot for days. and 
even weeks; but so skillfully are they 
concealed that the counter-battery 
endeavors of the Germans are un- 
availing. I got within 50 yards of 
one Brobdiganian piece the other 
day without discerning it, although 
three locomotives could have been 
stored away in the space it occupted. 
It has fired hundreds of rounds, too, 
yet not a German shel! had come 
within 600 yards of it. 
The Americans were a bit lax 
about camouflage qt the start, but 
one or two unpleasant suggestive 
visits from enemy aircraft during 
their apprenticeship four months 
ago convinced them that the art of 
protective color schemes is not a lost 
one. 

In recent weeks our big-caliber 
guns have been assailed from the air 
only once and the Gothas reached 
battle emplacements several hours 
after the guns had been hauled to a 
point of safety. 


Among many thousands of men 
manning the “heavies,.” there have 
been but a dozen light wounds, and 
noge of these was received in imme- 


diate proximity of the gun. Most of 
them resulted from shrapnel during 
reconnoitering visits in the front 
trenches. 

Being corps and army artillery— 
that is, serving directly under a corps 
of an army commander—the bat- 
teries operate as tactical units under 
control of French Generals to whom 
they are assigned. But although 
many of the guns are supporting 
Poilus exclusively, the French have 
made it a point to utilize others 
whenever possible behind the Amer- 
ican troops. 

Pave Way for Raid, 


The first offensive operation in 
which the big fellows helped pave 
the way for the doughboys was in a 
raid staged by the Ohio contingents 
ut Ancervillers south of Luneville on 
May 4. Then a group of giant 320’s 
pounded away at the German trench- 
es and strong points immediately be- 
hind them for three days prior to 
the zero hour. The infantry did not 
know till after it was all over that 
the blotting out of the German lines 
into which they penetrated was due 
to Yankee batteries. 

Here is what a competent French 
military authority had to say of the 
group in his report: 

“During these three days the 
group has fired 1800 rounds. It has 
given every satisfaction. The French 
officer commanding a larger group. 
of which American batteries formed 
part, was surprised at so remarkable 
a start off. To give an adequate idea 
of it I have the testimony of a Cap- 
tain commanding an observation air 


squadron, who declared he rarely 
had observed such well-conducted 
fire.”’ 


Besides the 320s some batteries of 
eight-inch howitzers, British model, 
were employed by our gunners at the 
Ancervillers show. They were con- 
structed for the British Government 


at*the Bethlehem Steel Works and: 


later acquired by our War Depart- 
ment, so they are the first American- 
made pieces to be fired by American 
crews in France. 

Want -Chance in Picardy. 

The boys handling the “‘heavies”’ are 
pining for a chance to show what 
they can do in the Picardy battle, but 
there is little likelihood that they 
will be sent in that direction because 
the allies’ artillery already there ‘is 
more than adequate to handle any 
situation that may arise. 

In the area behind the great battl 
rail congestion is always the tre- 
mendous problem and it is deemed 
improbable that ordnance chiefly 
usable in stabilized sectors will be 
permitted to take up valuable track 
space in a zone where its value is 
doubtful at this time.

NINE DEATHS FROM WHOOPING 
COUGH IN WEEK; 237 NEW CASES 


825 Cases and 40 Deaths Were Re- 
corded in April; Isolation of 
Those Affected Urged. 

An epidemic of whooping cough 
which has been prevalent here for 
more than a month caused the death 
of nine children last week. Two hun- 
dred and thirty-seven cases were re- 
ported last week, while in April 825 
cases were on record, with 40 edaths. 

“Strict isolation of al] children af- 
fected and plenty of ioe air are 
the best means of preventing the 
spread of whooping cough which this 
year has been more widespread than 
any other contagious dicease,” said 
Dr. M. C, Woodruff of the Health De- 
partment. “Children should not be 
taken to motion picture shows nor 
allowed to congregate in any one 
place, 

“The usual period of illness lasts 
six weeks, and during that time each 
ease should be carefully watched. as 
the disease is more serious than most 
people believe. In Chicago ordinances 
provide that all children with whoop- 
ing cough wear a red tag when in 
public places. Here we will furnish 
free to anyone needing it a vascine 
to ward it off. This will be adminis- 
tered at the Health Department in 
the Municipal Courts Building.”

RUSSIA ASKS GERMANY TO 
END ‘EVERY KIND OF HOSTILITY’ 


LONDON, May 13 (By A. P.).— 
In a wireless message to Ambassador 
Joffe at Berlin, the Russian Foreign 
Minister, M. Tchitcherin, instructs 
the Ambassador to “try to obtain 
from Berlin cessation of every kind 
of hostility.” The dispatch adds: 

“Captures of our territory are in 
violation of the state of peace with 
Germany and are causing great un- 
rest among the masses of our popu- 
lation.”’ 

M. Joffe also is instructed to notify 
Germany that part of the Russian 
Black Sea fleet, which has left Se- 
bastopol, now is at Novorossysk, on 
the east coast of the Black Sea, 
which port the Germans are threat- 
ening to capture on the ground that 
their own ‘warships are in danger of 
attack by the Russians. M. T. it- 
cherin says the Rtssian warships 
there will make no such attacks.

“Rather Lead Than Tackle 
Them,” Opinion of One 
Writer Who Calls Them 
“Infernally Adequate.” 
LONDON, May 13 (By A. P.).— 


The American “invasion of London” 
is the feature of the morning news- 


‘| papers today, as it was on Sunday. 


The most critical military experts are 
loud in their praise of the fine bear- 
ing of the American troops, who pa- 
raded ‘through the British capital 
Saturday. One writer sums up the 
general opinion in this way: “They 


have the cut of an infernally ade- 
quate lot of fighters. I would rather 
lead them than tackie them.” 

Newspaper articles are illustrated 
with photographs of different stages 
of the march, an important place be- 
ing given to the scene outside Buck- 
ingham Palace, with King George 
standing beside Col. Whitman and 
saluting the American flag. 

“On every judge of fighting man- 
hood,” the Daily Telegraph Says, 
“the American troops made the sams 
impression. In physique and morals 
they are equal to the finest troops 
raised by any country at the time 
when the standard of man power 
stood at its highest point.” 


Means Turning of Scale. 


The carrying through of the Amer- 
ican effort, the Morning Post thinks, 
means the turning of the scale 
against the enemy. Germany, it says, 
never made a more profound or 
more fatal miscalculation than when 
she held the power of America to be 
cheap. 

“The Kaiser and his advisers,” says 
the Times, “have brought together 
the English-speaking peoples more 
closely and more rapidly than the 
fondest dreamers after more inti- 
mate relations between them: had 
dared to hope. That is an immense 
event in the history of the old world 
and the new. It is the greatest that 
has happened except the war itself, 
since the French Revolution. 

“The lesson for England and 
America is plain and there is abun- 
dant proof that both understand it. 
We hope to stick it out and the 
Americans have to hurry up and 
they are hurrying up splendidly. 

“Not one peace note has been 
heard in Congress. The only criti- 
cisms breathed against the Govern- 
ment consist of occasional com- 
plaints that it does not get on fast 
enough with the war. That is the 
right temper for both, sides of the 
Atlantic.” 


“Londoners cheered yesterday as 
they have. not cheered for many 
months,” says Lloyd’s Weekly News. 
“From the moment when the first 
battalion détrained to the last min- 
ute farewell when the crowd called 
out ‘come back soon,’ the day was 
one of heartening friendliness. 

“It was the women who gave the 
Americans a special welcome. ‘God 
bless you,’ they cried all along the 
route. Mothers lifted their children 
that they might have a sight of the 
soldiers from across the sea who 
were going to fight side by side with’ 
daddy. 

“And the waiting crowds found a 
new name for the visitors. As the 
Irst battalion swung out from Water- 
loo station some one called out to a 
friend tha: they were ‘a real husky 
lot.”. The word pleased the fancy of 
the crowd and soon everyone was 
calling for cheers for ‘the huskies.’ 
It was a great friendship which was 
struck up between the London crowd 
and the American boys who have 
come across to give them a hand. 
That was the feeling that persisted 
to last when the visitors said good- 
by for the time being in London.” 


American Soldier’s View. 

The Weekly Dispatch prints a let- 
ter written home by an American 
soldier describing the day's pro- 
ceedings, of which the following is 
an extract: 

“The whole march gave one a sort 
of at home feeling. I think that was 
the biggest thing about it if you ask 
ine—that they should want us to feel 
at home and that we should feel at 
home. Some of the fellows say it 
was the biggest moment they ever 
hope to have, standing there in front 
of the palace. What it made me 
feel was that we are all in it to- 
gether.” 

Frederic Wile, in the Weekly Dis- 
patch, says that as an American he 
knows that every man in the regi- 
ment felt that it was the happiest 
and most memorable event in his 
life. He adds that the Dispatch has 
received a sheaf of letters from over 
all Great Britain with countless 
schemes for organized hospitality to 
the American troops.

WOULD like to have had a union 

card to show. I was glad I was 

conversant with the after-the- 
war platform of the British Labor 
party as voluminously printed in the 
Post-Dispatch, and that I could pro- 
fess full faith in the justice of trade 
unionism, when I went to call on 
Mother Jones. As it was, I came out 
of the interview with the valiant lit- 
tle 88-year-old labor champion com- 
paratively unscathed, though I sat 
meekly silent while her scorching 
tongue excoriated many institutions 
I have at least looked upon with tol- 
eration. 


Women in war industries sup- 
planting men, she had little patience 
with. 

“I see them climbing over engines 
with their oil cans,”’ she said. “I see 
them pumping levers on street cars; 
I see them pushing heavy trucks of 
munitions, and I think, what of the 
future generation?, Woman's férv- 
ous organism is not equal to such 
work. One of. the principles of trade 
unionism is that women shall work 
undér conditions that will safeguard 
to the utmost their bodily welfare.” 

Woman suffrage she dismissed 


with equal scorn. 

“Women vote in Colorado and 
what have they done to improve in- 
dustrial conditions? After the riots 
at Trinidad and 20 women and chil- 
dren were laid out in the morgue, 
committees of ladies came and 
looked over the scene, and they said, 
‘Too bad. too bad!’ 

“They knew the murder of these 
innocents, whose men were fighting 
only for the right to work and earn 
their bread, had been authorized by 
the Governor they had helped to put 
in power. They did not criticise the 
Governor and the sors of some of 
the women were in the militia that 
committed the crimes.” 

Women in war relief work were 
entirely beneath her contempt. 

“They must do everything in pub- 
lic. If they knit they must sit out on 
the balcony or in some more public 
place. They knit—so—’’ (and -she 
crooked her fingers in imitation of a 
painfully awkward beginner at knit- 
ting)——“‘the while they berate their 
maids and their laundresses and their 
dressmakers.” 

Women social workers came in for 
their share of condemnation. 

“Social settlements, rescue homes 
and organized charities are supported 
for the most part by capital wrung 
from the blood and souls of those 
who become the objects of charity 
and the inmates of these asylums. 
Ihe charitable institutions are but 
part of the capitalistic system. They 
wouldn’t be necessary if it were not 
for the system which lets a few pi- 
rates dictate whether 97 per cent of 
the people shall eat or starve. Wom- 
en social workers are to blame for 
keeping the people in ignorance.” 


Eléquence With a 

Droll Irish Twist. 

I cannot, give her words the elo- 
quence they have as they roll off hur 
tongue with its droll Irish twist. and 
the deep, sonorous cadences of her 
voice that do not belong to age. 

Her expletives and swear words 
are far-famed, and she doesn’t hési-

“Why, I wouldn’t give what I 
have learned through association 
with labor for all the education in all 
the universities in the world,” 
said heartily. “I wouldn’t give my 
experience for all the money in the 
United States Treasury. 

“TIT have learned.a lesson when ] 
have been walking 12 miles over rail- 
road ties on a dark night with a 
baby strapped on my back. I was 
seeking shelter for the family of a 
striking miner in West Virginra. The 
mother beside me had another child 
strapped on her back and one in 
her arms, while there trudged be- 
tween us a 10-year-old boy who had 
worked in the mines, never seeing 
light except from a lantern as he 
opened and shut a door for 10 hours 
every day. I can hear him now 
saying, ‘Mother, when I get to be a 
man will it always be as hard as 
this ?”’ 

“IT learned a lesson when I waded 
three-quarters of a mile in a creek 
with the water up to my breast, be- 
cause they wouldn’t let me walk on 
the track. It was the company’s) 
track and there were gunmen guard- 
ing it. 

“T learned a lesson when I was 
being driven to prison with 150 in- 
fantry on the left of me and 150 
infantry on the right of me, and tne 
chauffeur trembling like a leaf.’’ She 
laughed heartily at this reminis- 
cence. “That was in Colorado when 
the Governor had issued orders that 
I was not to come into the State, 
whereupon I took the first train and 
was in the town three hours before 
his lookouts discovered me. 

“IT value my education and I did 
not fail to appreciate each lesson 
as I was getting it and I never have 
been intimidated.

The kimd of 
victory I enjoy was such as we had 
in Pennsylvania, where from 6000 
the union was increased to 160,000 in 
nine weeks without a bit of prop- 
erty destroyed and almost no man 
hurt. 


Lives to See Light 

Breaking Through. 

“The reason I am (feeling good 
these days is because I have lived 
to see the light breaking through. 
Five years from now will see the end 
of strikes. They will belong to the 
dark past. 

“I believe in strikes and wars as 
the last resort, and that when one 
must strike, one must strike hard. 

“The big strike being made for de- 
mocracy in Europe is going to put 
the world centuries ahead. We must 
put all our strength into this war.”’ 

‘Have you any men in the war?” 
I asked. 

“I have 20,000 of my boys, my 
miners, over there. I hope they he'p 
finally to bring every crown in Eu- 
rope tumbling down. Get the worst 
of the imperialists and we will. see 
what wiil happen to the rest. I have 
no love for England. I was born in 
Ireland and my father was natura!- 
ized in this couptry 83 years ago. 
But get Germany first and then we'll 
attenc to England with regard to 
Ireland and India. 


“Even without the war,” added 
Mother Jones, “the ligrt was begin 
ning to break through in this coun- 
try. President Wilson has learnel 
a lot since he went into the White 
House. Even Mr. Taft is learning. 
And you’ve heard what Schwab has 
been saying. ‘We are safe, perhaps,’ 
he told those capitalists, ‘but what 
of our children? Do we want to be- 
queath a revolution to them?’ ” 

“Aren’t the labor people to be sus- 
pected of taking unfair advantage of 
the situation by striking in war 
time?” I asked. 

“The capitalists are trying in ev- 
ery way they can to make it look 
that way, but the Government can 
take care of that situation... That is, 
it can if it will send the right kind 
of mediation. I do not think a Major 
of the army is likely to be a just la- 
bor conciliator. Not if he thinks a 
man can work for 20 or 30 cents an 
hour and support a family, as I’m 
told they are expected to do at the 
Wagner plant. 

“What the Government 
ought to do,’ concluded Mother 
Jones, “is to conscript captial. We 
are conscripting men and labor. Why 
not capital? Ten thousand dollars 
a year is enough for any of those 
fellows. We don’t pay our Generals 
more than that, and they are in 
charge of humanity. Why should 
mere captains of industry be allowed 
more than our Generals?”

Judge Garesche Rules Pro-

Execution of Verdict Was 
Held Up Pending Decision 
in Proceedings enous by 
Two Sons.

The act of a jury in the Probate 
Court in deciding, Feb. 11 last, that 
D. D. Walker, 70-year-old founder 
of the Ely & Walker Dry Goods Co., 
was of unsound mind, was set aside 
today by Judge Garesche in the Cir- 
cuit Court. 

He ruled that Judge Holtcamp of 
the Probate Court had jurisdiction to 
try the Walker case, but that he had 
no legal right to proceed with the 


‘trial after a writ of prohibition had 


been issued by the Circuit Court. 

The effect of Judge Garesche’s de- 
cision is. to reinstate the guardian- 
ship proceeding in the Probate Court 
for another hearing at which Walker 
may be represented by attorneys of 
his own choosing. 

Walker lives at- Santa Barbara, 
Cal. The proceedings were brought 
by his St. Louis sons, G. Herbert 
Walker, a broker, and D. D. Walker 
Jr., president of the Ely & Walker 
Dry Goods Co. John D. Johnson 
and Loomis C. Johnson, attorneys 
for D. D. Walker, attempted to stop 
the proceedings in the Probate Court 
by denying the jurisdiction of the 
court and by obtaining a writ of pro- 
hibition from Judge Garesche. 

Before the prohibition writ was 
served on him, Probate Judge Holt- 
camp ordered that the hearing pro- 
ceed. The Johnsons did not appear 
in court, and Judge Holtcamp ap- 


pointed Charles Claflin Allen to rep- 


resent Walker. 
Guardian Was Appointed. 

After the jury declared Walker of 
unsound mind, Judge Holtcamp ap- 
pointed the St. Louis Union Trust Co. 
as his guardian. The Johnsons then 
filed a motion in Judge Garesche’s 
court asking that the writ’ of pro- 
hibition be enforced and that vudge 
Holtcamp be cited for contempt of 
the Circuit Court. 

In his decision today Judge Ga- 
resche declined to cite Judge Holt- 
camp for contempt and said that his 
act in proceeding with the case was 
due to a misunderstanding and was 
unintentional. He ruled that the 
Probate Court had full jurisdiction to 
inquire int Walker’s sanity, al- 
though Walker lives in another 
State. Walker, he said, had written 
several letters to Judge Holtcamp 
after the proceedings were begun, 
and these letters were to be con- 
strued as the entering of his appear- 
ance. 

Though the Probate Court had 
jurisdiction, he said, it had no legal 
right to proceed with the trial, even 
though it had received no official 
notice of the writ. For that reason 
Judge Garesche set aside all pro- 
ceedings which followed the issu- 
ance of the writ. He also points 
out that the trial of the case in the 
absence of Walker’s attorneys was ir- 
regular and says that Walker is en- 
titled to another hearing in the Pro- 
bate Court and to be represented 
there by attorneys of his own choos- 
ing. 

Execution Held Up. 

Execution of the Probate Court 
verdict had been held up pending the 
outcome of the proceedings in Judge 
Garesche’s court, and there has been 
no actual administration of Walker's 
affairs by the St. Louis Union Trust 
Co. 

After Judge Gareshche’s decision 
was handed down, Attorney John D. 
Johnson of Walker’s counsel told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter he would ask 
for a rehearing and would again in- 
sist that the St. Louis Probate Court 
has no jurisdiction in the Walker 
case. He said he would appeal from 
Judge Garesche’s decision if a re- 
hearing should not be granted. Walk- 
er’s property is valued at $750,000. 


HOUSE AGAIN VOTES TO 
ABOLISH ERGHT SUBTREASURIES 


Bill Without Rider Is Sent Back to 
Conference—Measure Af- 
fects St. Louis.

THINKS FRANCIS IS AT VOLOGDA 


Charlies D. Todebush, Accountant at 
Embassy, Tells of Departure 
From 


Charles D. Todebush of- 3448 J es- 
talozzi street, chief accountani: of 
the American embassy in Russia, has 
arrived in St. Louis, after having 
been on his way here sinc’ March 
20. He traveled via Siberia and Ja- 
pan. 

He said that, so far as he knew, 
Ambassador David R. Francis and 
the attaches of the American embas- 
sy have remained at Vologda, a city 
about 300 miles east of Petrograd 
and the same distance north of Mos- 
cow. The embassy removed from 


‘Petrograd, he said, when the Ger- 


mans were within 75 miles of the 
capital, and a considerable time aft- 
er the removal of other embassies. 
Francis, he said, was the last of the 
diplomats to leave Petrograd. 

Todebush, after a brief visit with 
his wife and three children here, 
will go to Washington to report to 
the State Department. He was con- 
nected with the brokerage firm of 
Francis, Bro. & Co. before going to 
Russia with Ambassador Francis. 

Todebush was last in Petrograri 
Feb. 24, he safd. At that time the 
evacuation special train, carrying 
Americans, left Petrograd. He had 
the task of proyfsioning the train, 
and he said that, because of the 
scarcity of food, the sum of 1000, ru- 
bles, or $65, was offered to him for 
a barrel of flour, part of the provi- 
sions obtaimed by him. The lack of 
food in Petrograd and other cities, 
he said, is due to the disorganiza- 
tion of transportation, as there is 
plenty of food in the rural regions. 
His journey home, on the transssfbe- 
rian express, was delayed by the 
precedence of trains carrying troops 
returning from the front. He 
reached Vliadivostok 30 days after 
leaving Vologda. 


FORMER CZAR MOVED AFTER 
PLOT TO AID HIS ESCAPE 


Nicholas Romanoff Now. Confined in 

Small House at Ekaterinburg 

« » With Only Two Attendants. 

LONDON, May 13 (By A. P.).— 
The soviet Government, according 
to a Times dispatch from Petrograd 
dated Friday, confirms the report 
that Nicholas Romanoff, the former 
Emperor, together with the former 
Empress and one of their daughters, 
was removed to Ekaterinburg from 
Tobolsk as a result of the discovery 
of a peasant conspiracy to assist in 
his escape from captivity. Alexis 
Romanoff, the former heir apparent, 
remains at Tobolsk owing to ill 
health. 

The former E.nperor is now con- 
fined in +s. small house, with only 
one or two attendants, and no stran- 
gers are allowed to approach him. 
He complains that the guards re- 
cently have been. rude and meddle- 
some. M. Sverdloff of the Bolshevik 
Cabinet says that Nicholas nrust rec- 
oncile himself to the fact that he 
is a prisoner of the soviet. The 
question of the ultimate fate of the 
former Emperor, the dispatch adds, 
will soon be brought to a decision.

‘Getting Together’ Singer 
Tells of Concert.at Front 


Lieut. Gitz Rice, Song Writer, Who Will Be at 
Jefferson Tonight, Relates How Barrels, 
Formed Stage Near Messines. 


Song-laureate of the armies of the 
many claims might be advanced for 
British empire i sa title to which 
Lieut. Gitz Rice of the first Cana- 
dian contingent, who, at the opening 
performance of “Getting Together” 
tonight at the Jefferson Theater, will 
sing a number of the war ditties 
which he composed while in the ar- 
tillery on the Western front. Among 
them are the much-quoted “O My, I 
Don’t Want to Die,” and the one 


with the chorus: 
We stopped ‘em at the Marne, 
we beat 'em at the Aisne, 


We gave ‘em hell at Neuve Chap- 
elle, and here we are again. 
To which, in honor of the entrance 
of the United States into the’ war, he 
has added the following lines: 
France stopped ’em at Verdun, 
you can’t forget Eepree, 
Now America’s here to help us, 
so it’s to hell with Germanee. 
The composer was sales manager 
of a piano firm in Montreal at the 
beginning of the war, and played the 
piano and organ, although, as he 
says, he “never had $10 worth of 
music lessons.”” On Aug. 4, 1914, he 
Was present at a banquet in Mon- 
treal, and next morning 50,out of 
the 62 guests volunteered, includ- 
ing himself. He was then 23 years 
old, and remarks that he has cele- 
brated four birthdays in khaki. He 
started as a private, and won his 
commission in-the field. He was 
gassed about a year ago, spent five 
months in a hospital, and being dis- 
abled for further service, was as- 
signed to recruiting duty in the 
United States. “Gettmge Together” 
is being presented under the auspi- 
cés of the British-Canadian Recruit- 
ing Mission. 
Tells of Concert at Messincs. 


One of the most _ picturesque 
scenes which Lieut. Rice recalls oc- 
curred about a year ago some two 
miles gouth of Messines Ridge. He 
was determined to give a concert, and 
called for volunteers to go with him 
to a neighboring village, under shell 
fire, where a piano might be found. 
They started off in a wagon and 
found an instrument, badly smashed, 
but still capable of emitting sounds. 
On the way back four of the 10 men 
were wounded, but tuey were in the 
highest of spirits because the injuries 
were severe enough to send them to 
“Blighty.” 

“as we drove back along the road,” 
he related today to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, “we were passing thou- 
sands of infantrymen moving up to 
the front. So I got a box, sat down 
at the piano, and as we went along 
‘sang and played: ‘Tipperary’ and 
‘Mother Machree.’ The highway 
twas being bombarded, but the men 


singing. There was such a joyous 
din that one Tommy ran out and 
yelled: ‘Has peace been declared?’ 
I told him no, but that if they kept 
on singing that way we would ge- 
peace with victory. 


“The place chosen for the concert 
was off the road, in a sort of naturai 
amphitheater. The mud was more 
than two feet deep, so we made a 
stage by sinking barrels in the mire 
and putting boards upon them. The 
program opened at 7:50 o’clock, with 
myself at the piano and six fellows 
who sang and another who played 
the violin. It became dark at 9:30 
o'clock, but the 6000 men who 
formed our audience had not had 
enough, and lighted campfires all 
around. I called for volunteers, and 
one man after another, who could

Lieut. Rice had never attempted to 
write a song before he went to 
¥Yrance. His first production, written 
after the 1915 battle of Ypres, was 
the one with the chorus: “O my, I 
don’t want to die, [ want to go 
home.” This refrain cannot be under- 
stood, he says, until you hear a 
chorus of Anglo-Saxons intoning it 
with a satirical whine. “Of course,” 
he says, ‘“‘there’s not a man in France 
who really wants to go home until 
the war is settled and settled right. 
The.way to make the Tommy laugh 
is to sing about his troubles. And if 
you can get a man to laugh he is the 
best soldier in the world.”’ 

A few months later, he wrote, “‘We 
stopped ‘em at the Marne,” which 


| spread through the English armies. 


Lieut. Gitz wrote most of his own 
words, as well as the music, but 
gratefully acknowledges his indebt- 
edness to other soldiers, often pri- 
vates, who went to him whenever 
they got an idea for a song.

He calls attention to the fact 
that none of the songs written at 
the front talk of “getting the Kaiser’s 
scalp” or of what will be done when 
the allies get to Berlin. 

“What the men want is to be 
made to laugh,’ he explained. Rut 
some sentimental airs are favorites. 
His opinion is that the two most 
ropular songs in the British armies 
are “I Hear You Calling Me” and 
“Mother McCree.” 

The composer took part in three 
battles at Ypres, and says that of 
the 150 men who originally composed 
his battery, only five are left today, 
the others having been killed or per- 
manently disabled.

PLFDED TO FIGHT 


Number Go Forward at Great 
Gathering at Armory in 
Honor of Visiting Polish

Selden P. Spencer Acts as 
Marshal for Line of Sev- 
eral Thousand Persons in 
March to Meeting. 


At the close of a speech in Polish 
by Capt. Pawel Klieczkowski, mem- 
ber of the Military Mission of the 
Polish Army in France, at the Ar- 
mory, Grand avenue and Market 
street, yesterday afternoon, 25 young 
} men worked their way through the 


BiG MEETING 


aisles packed with standing people 
to the platform and pledged them- 
selves to enlist in the Polish Legion. 
Their action was applauded vigor- 
ously by the great mass meeting, 
composed primecipally of the Poles 
and other Slav peoples of St. Louts, 
assembled to honor the Polish Mis- 
sion. 

The object of the visit of the Polish 
Mission to the United States is ‘to ob- 
tain recruits for the Polish Army in 
France, which now numbers about 
20,000. This army is fighting under 
its own standard, the Polish battle 
flag—a white eagle.on a red field. St. 
Louis Poles at the mass meeting were 
disappointed that Lieut. Stanislaw 
Poniatowski, a lineal descendent of 
one of the kings of ancient Poland, 
did not c6éme to St. Louis.. He was to 
have spoken at the mass meeting, but 
he missed railroad connections. 

Fought With the French. 

The head of the mission is Maj. 
Josef Kozlowski, who fought with 
the French army from the beginning 
of the war until a separate Polish 
unit was recognized. He also spoke 
in Polish at the mass meeting. He 
entered the French army some 25 
years ago and rose from the ranks, 
In 1916 he was decorated as a chev- 
alier.of the French Legion of Honor 
for gallantry in action. 

Parade to Armory. | 

The mass meeting followed a pa- 
rade from the Polish Hall, Nine- 
teenth street and Cass avenue, to the 
armory. Several thousand Poles were 
in line. Among them were many 
women and girls of the Women’s 
Aid Society for the Polish army. A 
detachment of mounted police led 
the parade and Selden P. Spencer. 
chairman of the District Draft Board, 
in his uniform as a Captain in the 
Home Guard, acted as marshal. 


Waving from end to end of the: 
parade were the colors of the Amer- 
ican flag, the Polish battle flag and 
the national flag of Poland. The | 
last is two wide bars, one of white 
and the other of red. Many of the 
girls and young men wore native 
Polish costumes of bright colors. The 
parade went west on Cass avenue 
to Grand avenue and then south 
to the Armory. It was reviewed by 
the members of the mission from a 
stand at the side of Grand avenue, 
just north of the Armory. During 
the review and for a good part of 
the time it was marching a drizzling 
rain was falling. 


The meeting was opened by Frank 
Grodzki, chairman of the Citizens’ 
Committee for Reception of the 
Polish Mission. He introduced 
Claude L. Matthews, chairman of the 
St. Louis branch of the Military 
Training Camps Association, under 
whose auspices the mass meeting was 
arranged. Matthews introduced for- 
mer Judge Spencer, who acted as 
permanent chairman. The invocation 
was said by Archbishop Glennon. 

Adjutant-General Clark of Mis- 
souri spoke briefly, welcoming the 
mission in behalf of Gov. Gardner. 
Mayor Kiel welcomed the mission in 
behalf of the city. John S. Leahy, a 
lawyer, also spoke, reviewing briefly 
the tragic history of Poland as a 
nation and the history of the Poles 
in America. Be 


“Whole Poland, Not a Part.” 


The two members of the mission 
who spoke expressed the aspirations 
of the Polish people again to enjoy 
national unity and have their nation 
made free and independent, Capt. 
Kleczkowsk?i said that what the 
Poles desire is a ‘‘whole Poland, not 


a part.” He said that all the Polish 


men of military age in France are 
with the colors, and that if the Polish 
army there is to be kept up its re- 
cruits must come from America, 
where there are about 4,000,000 
Poles. The Poles tn Poland are held 
in subjugation by the Germans and 
are not free to leave the country to 
join their army in France. 

The members of the mission were 
met at Union Station at 8 a. m. by 
a committee from the Chamber of 
Commerce and the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee of Poles and taken to, Hotel Jef- 
ferson for breakfast. In the party, 
Wesides Maj. Kozlowski and Capt. 
Kleczowski, were Lieut. Frank 
Krawszyk, Lieut. J. Tomaszewski and 
Private J. Cejka of the Serbian army. 

Visitors at Cathedral, 

At 10 a. m. the visitors attended 
mass at the New Cathedral, where 
Archbishop Glennon was the cele- 
brant. The Archbishop declared that 
in this war America and the Poles 
and other victims of German ruth- 
lessness have a common purpose, 

“If there be one determining note 
in America’s international life,” he 
said, “if there be a dominant pur- 
pose in her entering the war, it is that 
the down-trodden and oppressed na- 
tions of Europe may obtain their nat- 
ural right of self-determination. This 
is of the very genius and soul of this 
American nation of ours. It was that 
principle, that standard lifted aloft, 
which brought on the war of the 
revolution—a war that was entered 
into in order that these colonies 
might obtain the right to govern 
themselves—the principle of self-de- 
termination. 

‘‘These are days when justice must 
obtain, and to that cause, blest of 
God, the armies of the United States, 
the army of Poland, the army of the 


allies are today united and. con > 
crated.

Lieut. John B. Abbott Writes He 
Was Under Fire for First Time 
During Search. 


Lieut. John B. Abbott, son of Au- 
gustus L. Abbott of 5449 Maple ave- 
nue, who won his-commsision at the 
officers’ training camp at Fort Sheri- 
dan and who is now in France, tells 
of his experiences while with a 


French battery on the Verdun front 
in letters just received by his mother. 
The letters were written April 18 and 
21 from Verdun. 

In describing a hunt for German 
helmets and other souvenirs in the 
lines before Verdun he mentions be- 
ing under fire for the first time. 

“I have just come from a little 
tramp over the crest and the ‘boche’ 


started sending a few shrapnels in my 


direction,’”’ he wrote. “I heard one 
coming and dropped into a shel! hole, 
but got a few splinters in my helmet. 
I went from one shell hole to another 
between bursts and got back here 
O K. ° It was not dangerous at all, 
but for the first time created quite a 
thrill in me.”

AUSTRIA SAID TO BE PLANNING 
ONE BREADLESS DAY A WEEK 


LONDON, May 13 (By A. P.).— 
The Austrian tood controller is con- 
sidering the introduction of one 
breadiess day a week, according to 
a dispatch from Geneva to the Daily 
News. | 

Vienna newspapers say the Gov- 
ernment is forced to take this action 
owing to the rapid diminution of the 
flour supply and the smal! prospecis 
cf obtaining more wheat before the 
next harvest. 

The food@ituation in Galicia is ab- 
solutely insupportable and the popu- 
lation is dying of hunger, Socialist 
Deputies of Galicia have telegraphed 
to Dr. von Seydler, the Austrian Pre- 
mier, an Exchange Telegraph  dis- 
patch from Zurich says. The Depu- 
ties demand the immediate importa- 
tion of grain from Poland. Popular 
exasperation, they add, is growing to 
such an extent that the Deputies de- 
cline to take responsibility in the 
event of grave developments.

INCREASED STREET CAR FARE. , 
The proof of the necessity which would justify 
an increase of a cent in street railway fares can- 


analysis of the finances of the United Railways 
upon which the decision of the State Public Serv- 
ice Commission is based. City Counseler Daues in 
his analysis demonstrated that the increase with 


unnecessary. 

Nothing but necessity would justify the increase, 
because it is in the nature of a public calamity. 
It puts a burden on the people, especially the wase 
earners, that is hard to bear. It handicaps the 
city. It will not help St. Louis to be known as 
the only large city in which the street car fare is 
six cents. 

The increase is better than a strike or a collapse 
of service. That is the best that can be said for 
it. The avoidance of these greater disasters is 
the only justification for it. 

Thi question of fighting the ruling in the courts 
hangs on the question of the necessity of the in- 
crease in order that fair wages may be paid the 
street railway employes and fair service may be 
maintained. Nothing should be done to interfere 
with these necessary ends and everything should 
be done to prevent further exploitation of the city 
by the water-logged company. 

The increase in the fare will be a daily remind- 
er to St. Louisans of the evils of the old system 
of corrupt dealing and financial jobbery which 
has brought upon them the curse of an overload- 
ed, broken-down, bankrupt concern in possession 
of our transit facilities. It ought to spur them to 
the task of finding a satisfactory solution of the 
problem. | 

We are inclined to believe that the only satis- 
factory method of dealing with the accumulated 
mass of water and junk that handicaps S® Louis is 
public ownership. There are difficulties in the 
way of this solution. The city is hampered by a 
limitation of indebtedness which prevents using 
the city’s credit for the purchase of street rail- 
ways. Under the Constitution bonds beyond the 
debt limit can only be issued against the proper- 
ties of street railways. The use of the city’s credit 
would enable the city to acquire the street railway 
system with low rate bonds and then assure sub- 
stantial economies and the application of all sur- 
Plus earnings to service. Steps should be taken 
to free the city from this obstacle in order that 
we may be prepared to take over the street 1ail- 
way system at will. 

There are compensations in the commission’s 
ruling. It is clearly put out as an emergency 
measure to meet immediate apparent needs, The 
commission requires complete monthly statements 
of earnings and expenditures. It promises a re- 
appraisement of the value of the company’s prop- 
erties and a thorough examination of its finances. 
There is a tentative effort to have all surplus 
earnings applied to service, betterment. 

The acceptance of the ruling as a war emergency 
should be supplemented with a determination to 
work for a satisfactory conclusion which will re- 
lieve St. Louis of the present street railway in- 
cubus and assure a maximum of service at a min- 
imum of cost.

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RUMANIA’S QUEEN STILL AT WAR. 
Berlin has made peace with the Rumanian 
King, with the Government and with the Ru- 
manian people. But it has not been able to 
make peace with the Rumanian Queen. 

She is reported to refuse all recognition to the 
shameful terms imposed, to denounce fearlessly 
Germany’s treatment of her country and to show 
her displeasure toward Germans she encounters 
in decided, albeit, as we may assume, queenly 
ways. That the Germans would not hesitate to 
take measures of reprisal and coercion against 
her because she is a woman is, of course, certain. 
They ‘have made war on tens of thousands of 
women in that and other countries and have 
driven women before them as a shield when ad- 
vancing to attack. But what they might not hes- 
itate to do because she is a woman, they may 
hesitate to do because she is a Queen. The Ru- 
manian people, who felt their impotence in op- 
posing a humiliating peace treaty, might resent 
furiously and effectively, an affront to the first 
lady of their land. 

And the Queen’s influence may be one of those 
imponderable factors which the Germans despise, 
but which can avail mightily in keeping up the. 
spirit of the Rumanians, counseling patience until 
the time comes, as it will come, for them to strike, 
and preparing them to give a good account of 
themselves at the first opportunity to rise for 
political and economic independence. If the Ger- 
mans doubt it, they might read again what the 
Prussian Queen, Louise of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, 
did after Napoleon had imposed on Prussia a less 
shameful peace than Prussianism has imposed on 
Rumania. 


NAPOLEON AND WILHELM. 
Potsdam has sent a new demand to the Bol- 
sheviki that they refrain from arming the Rus- 
sians and abandon their efforts to create a new 
army. It limits the army of Rumania. The 
meglomaniac Kaiser is thus trying to emulate in 
another respect the meglomaniac Napoleon, al- 
though the Kaiser’s own power today is proof 
that the policy is impossible. 

It was Napoleon’s idea to keep his own em- 
pire impregnable by making all the neighboring 
states militarily impotent. His most signal fail- 
ure was in Prussia. 

By imposing a conqueror’s terms he forced 
the Prussian monarch to agree to a treaty where- 
by no great armed force should be maintained 
in the German country. The letter of the agree- 
ment was kept, but such men as Scharnhorst, 
Gneisenau and Stein found a way to turn cven 
this arrangement to their country’s advantage. 
While the maximum allowable army was always 
in training, it was not always the same army. 
Through a system of retiring trained men rap- 
idly into the reserves and replacing them by 
recruits, the entire available manhood of the 
country was quietly prepared for war. Not only 
did Napoleon ultimately owe his own fall in large 
part to this plan, but it became the foundation of 
the very system which, in 1914, enabled the

THE GREAT SEA WALL. 

Beginning with January, successive announce- 
ments from London have warned shipping of en- 
largements of North Sea areas rendered danger- 
ous by mine fields. Some of these entargements 
seem to have been of local extent only. One 
mapped a few weeks ago inclosed waters of some 
thousands of square miles near the coasts of Hol- 
land and Denmark. 

Now, however, news comes of a work of de- 
fense to be completed May 15 which will vir- 
tually make the North Sea one of those closed 
seas we used to hear so much about during the 
Alaskan disputes. A barrier of deadly mines will 
stretch from Norway to Scotland, 250 miles. With 
this line as a base other lines will stretch along 
the coasts of the two countries to form a great 
triangle whose apex will reach far into Arctic 
waters. “ 

The Great Wall of China, faced with ‘granite 
blocks and having earth and stones between, 
which was built to hold out the savage Tartars 
and has always been conceded to be the greatest 
defense work of history, is 1250 miles long, aver- 
aging 21 feet in width. It extends in but one di- 
mension. If it extended in two dimensions to 
form a square or triangle, the greatest amount of 
territory it could inclose would be about 100,000 
square miles. 

But this sea barrier of steel] mines, each with 
a great charge of terrific explosives of costly man- 
ufacture, is reputed to inclose an area of 121,782 
square miles. The total area of Norway itself is 
124,122; of New Mexico, 122,634 square miles. 

To create the barrier, ore and coal had to be 
dug, the iron smelted and fashioned into form, 
the explosives, with cunning devices for firing, 
introduced. It was a work requiring tens of 
thousands of hands, despite the magnified po- 
tentiality given their labor by steam and ma- 
chines, and toilers of the sea in great force to 
anchor them in the depths from frail craft in 
stormy waters. % 
It is conjectured that Admiral Jellicoe had the 
effect of this great wall of the sea in mind when 
he said that the submarine would reach the min- 
imum of its power to destroy in August.

THE DRAFT AGE. 
The War Department is said to be considering 
seriously a proposal for legislation to raise the 
draft age to 40 years, although the plan, if adopt- 
ed, probably will not be urged for several months 
yet. Advisability of such arrangement can be 
left safely to the judgment of the war authori- 
ties. If they think it necessary, the legislation 
will be promptly forthcoming. 
Nobody as yet knows how big an army we shall 
require before the German is beaten to his knees. 
But the country is resolved that it shall be big 
enough, if it means 5,000,000 men or 10,000,000 or 
10,000,000. If the available supply from the pres- 
ent draft ages is not adequate, the ages will be 
changed. 
Men around 40 cannot be as quickly trained for 
army service as those of,31 and under, are more 
likely to he settled in occupations that it would 
be to the country’s disadvantage to disturb, and, 
perhaps, lack the physical stamina of youth in 
arduous campaigns. Nevertheless, they are still 
excellent military material, as the present war 
has demonstrated.
